The Bill Is Reported to the House With 
Amendments. 

WASHINGTON, February 17.—In pursuance ofa 

written designation by the speaker, the house was 


called to order thismorning by Mr. Payson, of 
Illinois. 


_ Mr. Thompson, of Ohio, from the committee on 
judiciary, reported a resolution for th impeach- 
ment of Alex Boarman, judge of the United 
States district court for the western district of 
Louisiana, for high crimes and misdemeanors. 
Ordered printed and recommitted. 

Mr. Stone, of Missouri, from the committee on 
public lands, reported a bill forfeiting certain 
railroad land grants. 

Mr. Adams, of Illinois, raised the question of 
consideration, and the house having refused to 
consider the bill, it was withdrawn. 

Mr. Brewer, of Michigan, presented, and ‘after 
a brief debate, the house agreed to the confer- 
— report on the fortification appropriation 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the Indian appropriation bill. 

Mr. Carter, of Montana, offered an amendment 
appropriating $946,000 to carry out the agreement 
with the Crow Indians, of Montana. Adopted. 

Mr. Holman offered an amendment providing 
that the Cherokee nation may negotiate with the 
secretary of the interior for the sale of the Chero- 
kee outlet. Adopted. 

The committee then rose and reported the bill 
to the house. The previous question was ordered 
on the passage of the bill, amd the house ad- 
journed. 


AT REST IN ARLINGTON. 


Burial of the Remains of Admiral Porter 
Yesterday. 

WASHINGTON, February 17.—With martial hon- 
ors and with all the ceremony due to his high 
rank and distinguished services, the body of 
Admiral Porter was this afternoon laid to rest in 
historic Arlington. 

The body of the late admiral lay in state at the 
family mansion 4ll the forenoon and was viewed 
by a constant stream of people, including many of 
his late comrades of the navy. 

About 1 o’clock the house was closed to visitors, 
and the room containing the body was cleared of 
everybody, including the sentinel, and Mrs. Por- 
ter:and me rs of her family took their last 
farewell of the dead. The casket was closed im- 
mediately thereafter. 

Services for the dead were held at the house, 
and were those of the Episcopal church.

THE RISING RIVERS. 


A Great Flood in West Virginia—Railroads 
Blocked by Landslides. 

WHEELING, W. Va., February 17.—The great- 
est flood in many years is expected here. 
Reports from all sections of the state indicate un- 
usually heavy rains and the streams are rising 
rapidly. All railroads entering the city are 
blocked by landslides and communication is al- 
most entirely cut off in every direction. 

THE MONONGAHELA AND YOUGHIOGHENY. 

MCKEESPORT, Pa., February 17. The Mononga- 
hela and Youghiogheny rivers are both over their 
banks and rising at the rate of five inches per 
hour. The W. B. Wood Iron Works, National 
Rolling Mill and Steel Works are submerged. 
Much damage has been done in the lower part of 
the city and many families are compelled to aban- 
don their homes.

IN ILLINOIS AND SOUTH DAKOTA? 


The Democrats Assist the Independents in 
South Dakota to Elect Kyle—The Ili- 
nois Republicans See Trouble Ahead. 


Pierre, 8. D., February 17.—Jamesa H. 
Kyle was elected United States senator on the 
fourth ballot yesterday by a combination of 
independent and democrotic votes, the result 
Standing: Kyle, 75; Sterling, 55; Trippe, 8; 
Campbell, 1. Thirty members paired. The 
resultis regarded here as having been brought 
about insome measure by agitation of the 
Illinois-South Dakota reciprocity scheme, 
Kyle is a native of St. Laurence county, 
New York, about thirty-seven years old, 
and is a Congregational minister of broad 
views. He has obtained a school and 


college education while earning his living and 


was ordained in 1884. He has since held 
pastorates at Crested Butte, Col., and Ipswich 
and Aberdeen, 8.D, Last summer he ac- 
cepted the position of financial agent for 
Yankton college, and in the state election last 
fall was elected state senator from Brown 
county on the independent ticket. 

The nomination was against his inclinations, 
and during the campaign he took no part in 
electing officers, Early in the contest at 
Pierre. which has resulted in his election to 
the United States senate, he was asked to be a 
candidate for Urited States senator by the in- 
dependent caucus, but refused until it was ap- 
parent that it was the only possible chance for 
the independents, Heisa staunch prohibi- 
tionist and was a republican before the last 
election. 

The Illinois Deadlock. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ili,, February 17.—The sen- 
atorial battle opened with renewed vigor this 
morning, the republican steering committee 
endeavoring to throw as much of the repub- 
lican strength as possible to Streeter (F'armers’

FROM THE CAROLINE ISLANDS. 


The Spaniards and Natives Fight Again— 
The Natives Victorious. 

SAN FRANCISCO, February 17.—A private let- 
ter from the Caroline Islands gives an account 
of further fighting between the natites and 
Spaniards, in which the latter were worsted. 
Last November the Spanish governor sent an 
expedition consisting of three gunboats and 
one transport against the village of Metala- 
meiva. The sailors and troops landed and aftera 
loss of sixty men made the natives retreat, 
The Spaniards were reinforced, and six days 
later attacked the natives. The latter were be- 
hind a barricade, and were armed with mus-, 
kets and two small cannon. The Spaniards 
were badly repulsed with a loss of 120. 

It is reported that a general uprising of na- 
tives will occur, and the governor has dis- 
patched ships to Manila for troops.’

PARNELL WILL NOT ISSUE A 
MANIFESTO, 


BUT WILL SPEAK OUT IN IRELAND. 


The McCarthyites Preparing for a Warm 
Canvass in All Parts of Ireland— 
Foreign Gossip Generally. 


Lonpon, February 17.~—Mr. Parnell has in- 
formed his associates that he has not 
arranged for any further meeting of his sup- 
porters prior to his campaign in Ireland, and 
that he does not intend to issue a manifesto, 
reserving the expression of his views for the 
meeting in Ireland. Several of McCarthy’s 
followers are about to start for Ireland, for the 
purpose of making speeches at different 
poiuts throughout the country. 

BOTH FACTIONS HOLD MEETINGS. 

Lonpon, February 17.—Parnellite and Mc- 
Carthyite members of parliament have been 
a meetings in the house of commons to- 

ay. 

Mr. Parnell presided at a gathering of his 
followers held in committee room No. 15. 
There were about twenty members present. 
Mr. Parnell gave a full account of the nego- 
tiations which had taken place between the 
two branches of the Irish parliamentary party. 
After Parneli had made his statement a reso- 
lution was adopted to the effect that at a 
meeting of the Irish parliamentary party, 
after having heard the statement as to the 
negotiations which have been carried on be- 
tween Parnell and O’Brien with a view of ar- 
ranging a settlement of the dispute which has 
led to irregular proceedings and & breach of 
discipline by a section of the party, and which 
may possibly end in secession, the party de- 
sires to record the entire approval of Parnell’s 
course as being thoroughly patriotic and in ac- 
cord with the sentiment of the Irish race. 

The resolution also stated that Parnell’s 
course merited continued confidence of the 
Irish in Mr. Parnell, as he was capable of 
guarding the interests and honor of the Irish 
nation and of conducting the national cause 
to final triumph. 

Justin McCarthy occupied the chair at an 
assemblage of his followers which took place 
in the conference room. They occupied their 
time in organizing for the impending cam- 
paign. They have unlimited offers of help 
and have received gratifying reports from a 
supposed Parnell stronghold. 


THE WAR IN CHILL 


Government Troops Defeated By the In- 
surgents. 

Paris, February 17.—The Gaulois today 
publishes a dispatch from Buenos Ayres, which 
announces that the Chilian government troops 
have been defeated at Coquimbo and Quillota. 
The same dispatch states that the insurgent 
forces are rapidly increasing in numbers and 
that they are advancing upon the capital, 
Santiago de Chili. The Gaulois’ dispatch adds 
that only a few towns remain loyal] to the gov- 
ernment. The destruction of the railways by 
the insurgent forces hampers the movement of 
government troops. President Balmaceda is 
well supported in the capital and is said to be 
hopeful of being able to repel the 
rebels. It is feared that the re- 
bellion will be‘disastrous to the finances and 
commerce of the country. - During the course 
of a battle fought at Tarapaca, 145 miles south- 
east of Llo, the Bynes at Tarapaca were set on 
fire and afterwards were flooded in the attempt 
to extinguish the flames. German miners 
who were employed in the mines there fled 
into the interior. Tarapacais only ten miles 
from the mouth of a river opening into the 
Pacific ocean, so it is inferred that the destruc- 
tion of property at Tarapaca was the work of 
a landing party which came ashore from one 
of the insurgent war vessels. Coal depots at 
Coronel have been pillaged by insurgent sail- 
ors sent ashore to obtain coal for a rebel ves- 
sel. Coronel is twenty-five miles south of 
Concepcion. 


Another London Scare. 

Lonpon, Februrry 17.—Another “Jack the 
Ripper” scare is agitating this city. A woman 
was found dying this morning with her throat 
cut and suffering from a stab wound in the chest. 
In spite of the “Jack the Ripper’ theory, the 
police declare that the woman committed 
suicide.

As soon as the title to these lands is acquired, 
the work of preparing the park will be com- 
menced.

The colored peo- 
ple, who are more superstitious than the white 
race, have been made to burn the wind from 
that fata) spot, and even brave-hearted white 
men, who have often faced the cannon’s mouth

A few nights ago a man—as brave a fellow 
as ever scaled the breastworks of an enemy, or 
charged a battery of cannon—whs crossing the 
trestie where Jackson met his death, not 
thinking of the old man’s sad fate, when sud- 
denly a form appeared before him, causing him 
to reel on the trestle and almost lose his bal- 
ance. He fled from the apparition and de- 
clared that the figure wag that of old Stephen 
Jackson. 

An old tramp who reached Turnerville that 
night was regarded with suspicion by the 
superstitious, and few negroes would approach 
him, believing that the ghost of old Jackson 
had assumed that guise in order to do them 
some deadly injury.

NEAR TURN 


An Old Negro Who W Ned " ‘ Engine 
Said to Haunt the T_.e: jle ere He 
Met Death—A Fright »ned itizen. 


Toccoa, Ga., Febraar§ 17.—(Special.]— 
A strange superstition seems to possess the 
people living in the neightrhood of Turner- 
ville. Some time ago am old negro named 
Stephen Jackson, in wendiig his way from 
visiting his children neag Turnerville, was 
overtaken by a ponderous ¥ngine on the tres- 
tle at Annandale and killéd. No fault of the 
railroad men; every brake was applied to the 
wheels of the train, the steam -.reversed, the 
life of engineer and every one on the train 
was risked by the sudden reversion to save the 
old man, but his doom was sealed then and 
there. 

Since that ill-fated day, the people declare 
that man after man has seen near the trestle 
the form and ghost of old man Stephen Jack- 
son. Night after night has he been seen hav- 
ing all the appearance of life, hastening his 
escape over the Nix trestle. The colored peo- 
ple, who are more superstitious than the white 
race, have been made to burn the wind from 
that fata] spot, and even brave-hearted white 
men, who have often faced the cannon’s mouth 
undaunted, have fied from the spot where 
Stephen’s form appears. 

A few nights ago a man—as brave a fellow 
as ever scaled the breastworks of an enemy, or 
charged a battery of cannon—was crossing the 
trestle where Jackson met his death, not 
thinking of the old man’s sad fate, when sud- 
denly a form appeared before him, causing him 
to reel on the trestle and almost lose his bal- 
ance. He fled from the apparition and de- 
clared that the figure was that of old Stephen 
Jackson. 

An old tramp who reached Turnerville that 
night was regarded with suspicion by the 
superstitious, and few negroes would approach 
him, believing that the ghost of old Jackson 
had assumed that guise in order to do them 
some deadly injury. 

It is surprising that such superstition should 
obtain in any community—the more so because 
white people can be found who believe as 
firmly in the ghost of old Stephon Jackson as 
do the more ignorant negroes. 

The citizen referred to above, who saw 
Jackson last, says he would not go across that 
trestle after night for a bili of sale to the Air- 
Line railroad.

John Sherman, of 
Ohio, is chairman of the committee, and 
Edmunds of Vermont, Frye of Maine, 
Evarts of New York, and Dolph of Ore- 
gon are the republican members of the 
committee; and Messrs. Morgan fof Ala- 
bama, Brown of Georgia, Eustis of Louis- 
iana, and Payne of Ohio are the democratic 
members. s 

The committee examined the subject of 
the Nicaraguan canal with great care, and 
Senator Brown corresponded with them on 
this important question, and though he was 
absent from the senate when the report was 
made in favor of the project, it was signed 
by every member of the committee, includ- 
ing Senator Brown, who was permitted to 
place his name to it, though not able to be 
present.

Representatives of Hebrew Organiza- 
tions Meet in the Quaker City. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., February 17.—[Spe- 
cial.)—The sympathy of the world has been 
aroused for the oppressed Russian Jews. Since 
the czar returned the Guildhall petition to the 
lord mayor of London, the English people 
eabg been outraged and aroused as never be- 
ore. 


Meantime oppression lays a heavier hand on 
the Jews of Russia. Influential Hebrews in 
this country look to colonization as a remedy. 

The organization of a national colonization 
society in that city is the outcome of a public 
meeting here. 


Upwards of 100 delegates, representing Jew- 
ish organizations throughont the country, as- 
sembled in the hall of the Young Men’s He- 
brew Association and organized a society in 
pursuance of a call by the Jewish Alliance of 
America, to devise the/est means of aiding 
Russian co-religionists who are driven from 
their homes and are thinking of coming to our 
shores. 

“Lo! the sound of the cry of the daughter of 
my people is from a far off land,” appeared in 
immortelles in Hebrew characters over the 
stage, which was lavishly decorated with flags, 
evergreens, potted plants and cut flowers. 

Dr. Bernhard Marks, of San Francisco, out 
lined a scheme for colonies in California. 

Simon Wolf said that the occasion was the 
most momentous one since independence day, 
Prominent ministers, United States senators 
and con ressmen had pledged to him their 
financial aid and active sympathy, and asked 
why don’t you bringthem here, thecountry is 
big enough; the government has plenty of 
land that the people can have at the mere 
option. Mr. Wolf cautioned his hearers not to 
be deceived by the success of the little colony 
at Vineland, that being so near the big cities, 
and said that the alliance should act in co- 
operation with the trustees of the Baron de 

irsch fund. After other addresses the meet- 
ing adjourned. 

THE ORGANIZATION PERFECTED. 

The committee on constitution submitted a 
report which provoked considerable discus- 
sion. Amendment after amendment was sug- 
gested without avail. Upon reassembling the 
consideration of the constitution was contin- 
ued. After some debate a compromise meas- 
ure suggested by Mr. Wolf was adopted unan- 
imously. It was as follows: 

The association is organized to effectively cope 
with thegrave problems presented by the en- 
penoes immigration of Hebrews from proscriptive 

ountries. To accomplish this end it shall be the 
object of the alliance to instruct the Hebrew im- 


migrants in the duties and obligations of Ameri- 
can citizenship;to endeavor toaid Hebrew im- 
migrants into American countries to be self-sup- 
porting; first, by directing the currents of im- 
migration away from the centers of population 
and into rural districts; second, by such other 
means asfrom timieto time shall best be ex- 
pedient. 

The alllance shall be composed of branch socte- 
ties and kindred organizations. Each branch of 
the alliance shall be composed of delegates from 
organized bodies of Israelites. The alliance shall 
assemble in annual convention at such time and 
place as may be determined by the executive 
committee. The convention shali consist of dele- 

ates from each branch, one for every delegate 
romeach society,the branches shall have one 
nativunal delegate, and for every $25 they shall 
have they shall have an additional delegate. The 
governing body shall consist of an executive 
committee of twenty-five, consisting of the five 
officers and fifteen additional trustees. 

The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: President, Simon Muhr, of 
Philadelphia; vice presidents, Dr. H. W. 
Schneeberger, of Baltimore; Dr. C. D. Spirak, 
Ferdinand Levy, Bernard Harris; treasurer, 
Simon Wolf. | 

A board of-trustees was chosen as follows: 
Dr. Cohen, Louis E. Levy and Charles Hoff- 
man, all of this city; Dr. H. M, Leipziger and 
D. P. Hayes, of New York; J. H. Mitnick, 
Joseph Eisner and 8. L. Auerbach, Baltimore; 
Jehn Hoffman, Pittsburg; David Blaustein, 
Boston; Louis <Aronovitch, Albany; H. 
Kuschensky, Troy. 

Resolutions were adopted tendering to Car- 
dinal Gibbons the thanks of the convention 
for sympathetic utterances; thanking mem- 
bers of congress for their efforts on behalf of 
the oppressed of other nations also, and asking 
congress to passjAmos J. Cummings’s resolu- 
tion of relief. 


THE PERSECUTED JEWS. 


Rabbi Reich Has Something to Say About 
His Russian Brethren. 

The people of this country are greatly inter- 
ested in the stories of the persecution of the 
Jews of Russia, and in many parts of the coun- 
try meetings have been held in their behalf. 
Such a step has been taiked of here, but as yet 
nothing definite has been determined upon. 

Rabbi Leo Reich is considered probably the 
best authority in Atlanta on the condition of 
the Jews in Russia, and best acquainted with 
the system of persecution andthe spirit that 
prompts it. 

In answer to the question of what gave rise 
to the present severe treatment his people 
were receiving at the hands of the 
Russian government, he said: 

“The present persecutions are the result 
alone of religious intolerance, and I know of 
no other reason. The Jews in Russia, as every- 
where, are loyal and true citizens. In 1846, 
when Moses Montefiore visited the Czar Nich- 
olasin behalf of his people, the czar said of 
the Jewish soldiery: ‘My Jewish soldiers are 
veritable Maccabees.’ In Russia there are 
at least 4,000,000 Jews, and if any are de- 
ficient in education the fault lies 
at the door of the government, 
as a very small per cent are allowed to enter 
the schools, and only 4 per cent are permitted 
the privilege of attending the university and 
of higher education. Toshow you that the 
tyranny of the czar does not arise from lack of 
civilization on the part of his Jewish subjects, 
I would say that while in Philatlelphia I met 
with many highly educated Russian Jews who 
left their own country for the purpose of ob- 
taining abroad educational privileges that were 
denied them at home. 

‘In the city of New York Russian Jews can 
be found fitting themselves for the learned 
professions, a tremendous sacrifice on their 
part for the sake of more knowledge.” 

As tothe nature of the system of persecu- 
tion, Rabbi Reich said: ‘‘It is the same as that 
instituted by Count Ignatiff in the year 1882, 
which for cruelty, finds an historical counter- 
part in the persecutions of the Israelites, 
in 1492 during the reign of Fertinand 
and Isabel, when the Jews were 
expelled from Spain. The conduct of 
the czar towards his Jewish subject isan out- 
rage to Christendom, as the czar claims to be 
the head of the Holy Greek Catholic church, 
and the Russians claim to be the disciples of 
the one who preached love and good will 
among men. I would class them as those of 
whom Dr. Candler, of Emory College, in his 
excellent sermon at Trinity ehurch on Sunday 
night, said: ‘‘They appear to have and boast 
of a great love for God but have 
none for man.” Truly the civiliza- 
tion of Russia, 80 far as the 
administration of its government is concerned 
is not of the nineteenth, but of the fifteenth 
century, and one need not look backward to 
find a type of the inquisition.’ 

“What do you think would be the best 
method for Americans to make their opinions 
felt, or can any good be accomplished by public 


action or petition ?”’ 

“T know that all America is in deep sympa- 
thy with our persecuted race in Kussia, for 
America has always been an asylum 
for those seeking liberty and _ freedom 
of thought an action, and Jews 
as aliberty-loving people might be said to be 
double Americans. to the result of indig- 
nation meetings or petitions, I fear it will be

“What do think it will all end in?” 

“I am no prophet, or the son of a prophet, 
but from the history of the past we know that 
those nations that have been intolerant toward 
the Jews have fallen. Egypt, Assyria, Baby- 
lonia, Persia, Rome and Spain have vanished, 
while the Jews, asmall nation, has survived, 
seemingly the ‘survival of the fittest.’”’

FUNSTEN, OF 8ST. PHILIP’S.

After a Brief Illness He Passes Away in the 
Midst of the Karnest Labors of a De- 
voted Christian Life and Work. 


Rev. George M. Funsten is no more. 

This announcement will carry sadness and 
sorrow to the hearts of the many friends who 
knew and loved the young divine. 

Saturday afternoon, while visiting at Mrs. 
Logan’s, on Houston street, he was suddenly 
stricken with nervous prostration, and sent to 
St. Philip’s rectory. 

‘Dr. Olmstead was summoned, and after- 
wards Dr. Roy, and the two physicians watched 
unremittingly by his bedside during his ill- 
ness. 

St. Philip’s parish mourned the absence of 
its beloved pastor Sunday, but the congrega- 
tion hoped for his speedy recovery. 

The physicians trusted to his magnificent 
physique and fine constitution and appre- 
hended no seriows results. 

But from the time he was stricken Mr. 
Funsten never really regained consciousness,

although there were one or two intervals when 
he seemed rational. 

The skill of the physicians and the most 
faithful nursing of skilled nurses were brought 
into requisition, and Monday the symptoms 
were not such as to cause any especial alarm. 

All day long and far into the night the 
physicians and attendants watched by his 
bedside, and were hopeful of his recovery up 
to the last few minutes. 

At 10 o'clock his sister, Mrs. Hinks, wife of 
Rev. Mr. Hinks, of Upperville, Va., arrived; 
and at 1 o’clock Rev. W. M. Dawes, his 
brother-in-law, rector of the Memorial church, 
Baltimore, came to assist in ministering to 
his wants. 

But death had set his seal on the brow of 
this Christian hero, and ere the morning 
dawned his soul left its earthly tenement and 
winged its flight to a fairer world. 

There were present at,the deathbed several 
members of the congregation. His death was 
as calm and peaceful as the falling asleep of a 
sinless child. 

Scenes at the Rectory. 

At an early hour yesterday morning the sad 
news began to circulate, and members of the 
congregation hurried to the rectory. 

The wonderful personal magnetism of the 
young rector had attracted people of all creeds 
and classes, and from early morning until late 
at night there was a constant stream of callers. 

Never has deeper gloom fallen upon a pas- 
torate than that which enshrouded the parish 
at the news of his death. 

He had beenin daily intercourse with the 
different members of the congregation since 
his acceptance of the charge, and many a tear- 
stained cheek evidenced the loving esteem in 
which the members held their beloved pastor’ 

Some of the scenes were most affectingly 
pathetic, and the hardest heart could have 
but sympathized in the sorrow of those who 
missed the presence of one whose life was so 
full of the promise of a long and profitable 
life. 

Men, women and little children mingled their 
tears over the bier of this man, whose whole 
life was a shining example of Christian devo- 
tion. 

His Early Life. 

Rev. George Meade Funsten was a son of 
Colonel David Funsten, one of the most gal- 
lant soldiersin the late war, who commanded 
the Eleventh Virginia, and received a wound 
which caused his death, soon after the close of 
the war. He was of Alexandria, and wasa 
member of the confederate congress. 

At Alexandria Rev. George M. Funsten was 
born thirty-one years ago. 

. On his mother’s side Mr. Funsten was related 
to that eminent divine, Bishop Meade, being 
his grand nephew, and on that side his rela- 
tives were largely connected with the ministry. 

He was one of ten children. Attieearly agd 
of seventcen he was a teacher in Danielsville. 
He attended college at Norfoik, aud finally 
graduated for the ministry at Alexandria. 

Being resolved to attend the University of 
Virginia, he taught again for a term, 
and then spent two years in the nniversity. 

Having equipped himself for the ministry, 
his first call was to the church at Marti naville 
After spending awhile there he was sent, as 
assistant rector, to St. Paul’s church, Rich- 
mond, then in charge of Rev. Dr. Minnege- 
rode, one of the ablest clergymen in Virginia. 

He served that parish with such con- 
scientious zeal that he soon became an ac- 
knowledged leader. 

In the early spring of 1889 he came to At 
lanta as rector of the West End Mission 
church.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 


Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 17.—News that the directors 
of the Burlington and Quincy were insession in Bos- 
ton made alittle life in that stock, especially towards 
noon, the general supposition being that the suspen- 
sion in the matter of dividend would be ended by a 
declaration of the usual 144 per cent for a quarter. 
On this there was a moderate amount of buying,for @ 
turn and the price was run up 1% per cent, but when 
the announcement was made that the dividend had 
been cut down to 1 per cent, there was & 
rush to get out, buyers of morning hours being espe- 
cially anxious to throw overboard their loan. A great 
deal of long stock came out, however, from those who 
have been holding on for some time, and only one firm 
stood in the breach as buyers,until late in the day, when 
after a drop of 3 per cent from its best figures a slight 
rally was had on covering of shorts, put out earlier. 
A shortness of the corn crop receives the blame for the 
decrease in theearnings of Burlington, and naturally 
corn roads suffered most in the decline which followed, 
Rock Island in particular. 

All Erangers, however, were hurt materially,}fand 
outside of them and a few specialties, with silver cere 
tificates, there was little or no interest in dealings. 
The decline in silver made further substantial progress 
and more activity was shown in them than for @ long 
time. A loss of nearly 2 per cent was the result of the 
operationgof today in them. The general list was in- 
clined to advance slowly until the break in Burlington 
came, when all the improvement of the forenoon was 
lost, and fractions in addition. While there was no 
activity outside of stocks mentioned, everything closed 
lower than last evening.

NEW YORK, February 17.—The market was buoyant 
this forenoon, the feature to the trading being enor- 
mous purchases of Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
one firm alone being credited with {acquiring over 
12,000 shares of this stock. The balance of thé list ad- 
vanced in sympathy and for the time being there was 
both an increase of activity and a decidedly buoyant 
feeling. When shortly after noon, however, it became 
known that the directors of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy road had “eclared a reduced dividend and 
the stock would pay only 1 per cent for the quarter in- 
stead of the 114 per cent, there was a heavy realizing, 
and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy especially was 
the point of attack,the latter declining over 3 per cent; 
and whiie it is no doubt that much ofthe selling was 
by disappointed holders, the reduction of the dividend 
needs hardly have been unexpected. Earningsof all 
he Granger roads have been decreasing of late. The 
prospects for the next six months, for the corn roads, 
especially, do not promise much improvement and the 
only hope that those roads have is that the Western 
Traffic Association may be successful in making them 
keep faith with each other and uphold rates, as with- 
out better rates it will soon not be a question of divi- 
dend, but of fixed charges. Weare rather inclined to 
hope for the best. Railroad managers must by this 
time bave realized thenecessities of the situation and we 
firmly believe that in time the Western Traffic Associa- 
tion will prove as successful in restoring the Grangers’ 
roads to prosperity as the Trunk Line Association has 
in connection with the railroad companies which are 
included therein. While therefore we will have poor 
earnings and plenty of discouraging statements in 
connection with the Grange roads for the next few 
months, we believe that after that there will be some 
sunshine.
